The International Control Commission in 
South Viet Nam. up to now woefully ineffective, 
has 
issued 
a 
report 
recognizing 
Communist 
North Viet Nam’s attempts to overthrow the 
government of President Ngo Dinh Diem. 
The commission still doesn’t have the mo­ 
bility it needs, so the most it felt it should say 
was that there is evidence that North Viet Nam 
is sending armed men and supplies into South 
Viet Nam in violation of the 1954 agreement. 
The report was signed by the Indian chair­ 
man and the Canadian member. Evidently India 
has finally decided that h f f neutrality will not 
be compromised by stating facts which one side 
will resent. 
The third member of the commission, a 
Pole, and of course a Communist, refused to 
sign it. But he eagerly endorsed the part of the 
report which said that the United States was 
also violating the Geneva agreement by sending 
in men and supplies. 
U. S. Military aid to South Viet Nam goes 
to counter the Communist invasion, now recog­ 
nized by the commission. U. S. action, taken at 
the request of the Diem government, is a legiti­ 
mate defensive measure. 
The commission's report is a clear over­ 
simplification. The one thing that is clear is 
that a foreign country is trying to take over 
South Viet Nam, and it isn t the United States.

Tough On Toughs 


T have before me two letters: one is from a teach­ 
er in a 
Bedford-Stuyvestant 
(Negro district) 
junior 
high school; the other from an American stationed 
in Italy. The teacher writes; 
“ You state that when you were a child juvenile 
delinquency was practically non-existent . . . Were 
you prevented from getting a job because you were 
under age0 Did you hang around street corners be­ 
cause you had no purpose in life0 What better condi­ 
tions for a child to get into trouble than sheer idle­ 
ness. W'hen we take into account the amount of fam i­ 
l i e s that have both parents working, thus leaving the 
child unsupervised, the potential for trouble is in­ 
creased.” 
The answer to these questions is that m y child­ 
hood was spent on the Lower East Side of New York, 
in a slum area, not unlike thai which now exists in 
the Bedford-Stuyvesant area of Brooklyn. I think that 
our area was physically worse. But we did work. As I 
recall it. I was an office-boy during the Sum m er when 
I was about IO years old. 
The other letter is from an American in a sm aller 
Italian city: 


“ A short walk down any street will im m edi­ 
ately impress you with the difference. First, these 
kids are polite. They aren’t obsequious or namby- 


pamby, but they are polite to one another as well 
as to their elders. For another thing, they are all 
cleanly attired. You never see side-burns. duck­ 
tails, black leather jackets or any of the other ac­ 


coutrements of the teen-age trouble maker. Even 
the youths from 
homes poorer 
than anything in 
Harlem take the 
trouble to look like civilized hu­ 


man beings. Finally, they behave with a sense of 


responsibility and decorum . . . 


. . We have parks, and they are enjoyed sensi­ 
bly to an extent no longer possible in places like 
New York. The lawns are intact. Some of them are 
beautiful mosaics of flowers. Especially at this time 
of the year, the parks aboun'd in flowering trees such 
as Japanese cherry and blooming almond 
No on^ 
plucks up the flowers or carves initials into the trees. 
A woman could sleep the night through on a park 
bench without fear of molestation. The streets of the 
city are impeccable, too. Even the narrow m ediaeval 
alleys in our slum sections are clean enough to eat 
from, I have m any times seen the women out at the 
crack of dawn, on their hands and knees, scrubbing the 
pavement in front of their homes, 
‘‘The place of the cop down here is almost re­ 
m arkably different Even though he has almost nothing 
to do because of the judiciously low crime rate, he is 
universally respected. 
. 
By A merican standards, 
these people are poor. But no m atter how poor a family 
may be. there is always something for the cop on your 
heat at Christm as time. Attacking a policeman who is 
performing his duty just doesn’t happen down here. 
Were a gang to kill a policeman, the gang would be 
lynched and the cop would have a statue erected in 
his memory'.” 
The correspondent adds: 


"Most of the people here have had their an­ 


cestors buried in this city for 500 or 1000 years. 
Some of these people can trace them selves hack to 
Roman antiquity. The city is theirs and they feel 


a part of It, and therefore resnonsible for its w el­ 
fare. Whereas Americans in ever larger numbers 


are migrating hither and yon about the country, 
Italians tend to stay close to their birthplaces. 
The women who scrub the sidewalks in front of her 


door may do so because her family has lived in 


^ 
that building since before Columbus discovered 
America. Possession and tradition build pride; and 
the pride remains no matter how decrepit its ob­ 


ject becomes. 


“ As long as the ‘lonely crowd’ of the large Ameri­ 
can cities continues to grow in size and loneliness, 
delinquency will grow with it. On the other hand, the 
close family in a tightly knit, civically conscious neigh­ 
borhood would tend to diminish the ultimate motives 
for juveniles becoming delinquent " 
Actually what my correspondent from Italy deals 
with is respect and decency. Poverty need not cause 
disrespect although it m ay create dissatisfaction which 
is often a stimulant for achievement. 
We have got into the habit of using that miserable 
term , underprivileged. Actually, it is a privilege to be 
born whole and healthy and to form the pattern of 
one’s own life by ingenuity and hard work.

to its authority, resources and 
powers.”

London was in part to win in­ 
creased help from Prim e Minister 
Macmillan in financing the bond 
issue of the U. N. But in England, 
as in America, there is a question­ 
ing in some quarters of the I 
N .’s use of force to settle internal 
m atters.

They would prefer that each spe­

not require. D isarm am ent and in­ 
spection are subjects that could 
mean a yielding of certain sover­ 
eign rights for a limited period.
